Apple shows off latest mobile creation, 
which features HD movies and video calls

Shin)^ New. Unmistakably Apple. 

Steve Jobs, clad in his trademark jeans and black shirt, unveiled 
iPhone 4 on Monday at the company's World^V^de Developers Con- 
ference in San Francisco. 

The new device has about 100 new features that aren’t available 
in the current model, the iPhone 3GS. Some of the biggest changes 
include a much higher-resolution screen, a bigger battery, a 5-mega- 
pixel camera with flash and video camera, a gyroscope for improved 
rotation sensitivity and a thinner, more in- 
dustrial look. 

It’s 24 percent thinner, to be exact. Jobs 
called the new iPhone the “thinnest smart- 
phone on the planet.” 

The iPhone 4’s biggest new feature, which 
Jobs saved for his famous “one more thing” 
announcement, is the front-facing cam- 
era, which allows users to make video calls. 
Called “FaceTime,” iPhone 4 users will be 
able to video chat with any other iPhone 4 
user using ^X^-Fi. Jobs said the feature won’t 
be available over 3G this year, but Apple is 
working with its global mobile carriers to carry the feature over wire- 
less networks in the future. 

The other new features didn’t disappoint. The screen’s resolution 
has been vastly improved, displaying 326 pixels per inch, which is four 
times the resolution of the iPhone 3GS. The new phone will give users 
the ability to talk for seven hours on one battery charge, up from five 
hours on the iPhone 3GS. The iPhone 4 also will let users record and 
edit video in HD, and it has the same A4 chip that operates the iPad. 

Though this was the first time that Apple discussed its new device, 
images of a prototype were leaked by tech blog Gizmodo in April. 

‘A lot of you have already seen this,” said Jobs, adding, “believe me, 
you ain’t seen it.”

State of Blue: 

It’s not pretty 

For years, Blue Line riders have had a 
reason to be blue. Slow zones plagued 
the line, which also has the CTA’s old- 
est rail cars. 

Though the slow zones have been 
eased and there’s hope that the CTA’s 
new rail cars could replace the Blue 
Line cars with the accordion doors, 

Blue Line riders still have their 
gripes. Riders wrote to Going Public about the state of the Pulaski 
station, the lack of customer service at the Harlem station and the 
“stench” of the tunnel that connects the Blue and Red lines at the 
Jackson stop. 

Help wanted 

Devin Love-Andrews of Forest Park complained to GP about the lack 
of customer service at the Harlem station on the Forest Park branch. 
Love-Andrews said last month she experienced problems with the 
turnstile at the Circle Avenue entrance and pressed the customer 
service button but received very little customer service. 

The customer service assistant for that stop is stationed at the main 
entrance, on Harlem Avenue, two blocks away from the Circle Avenue 
entrance. Love-Andrews said when she pressed the customer service 
button at the Circle Avenue entrance, a CTA worker did not respond 
so she had to walk to the main entrance. 

“The least I can expect is for guards and customer service agents to 
get up, take a walk and find out what my boggle is [in other words, do 
what they are paid to do],” Love-Andrews wrote. 

Trash can line 

A rider wrote to GP to bemoan the state of the Pulaski Blue Line 
platform. “It is so nasty you hate to even stand there to wait for the 
train. The trash is overflowing, and urine is everywhere,” Karen 
Tribble wrote. 

GP visited the Pulaski stop Monday and didn’t see overflowing gar- 
bage cans but did spot lots of trash near the tracks in both directions. 
There were dozens of cans and bottles, newspaper pages and even a 
pair of black jeans, size unknown. 

Smellbound 

Virgil Nettles, 48, of the South Side, requested the CTA get air fresh- 
ener for the tiled tunnel that connects the Jackson Red and Blue Line 
stops because the “there is a stench that never goes away” 

GP stood in the tunnel Monday and played a game of “what’s that 
smell?” with 10 CTA riders. The answers ranged from “dirt” to “city 
air” to “old urine” to “the oil industry”

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MORE HOMICIDES, BAT ATTACK HAVE CHICAGOANS WORRIED WHEN ON THE MOVE

It’s nearly summer in the city and the 
temptation to get outside and enjoy it 
is overwhelming. 

Pub crawls, alfresco dining and 
drinking and all-night bar hopping 
have begun. 

But some Chicagoans say they are 
a bit nervous about area nightlife, 
pointing to a recent increase in the 
homicide rate in Chicago as well as 
the still-fresh Bucktown beating that 
initially left one Chicagoan unable to 
walk and her friend in a medically in- 
duced coma. 

Last month’s bat attack is no shock 
to Chicago Police Detective Robert 
Carrillo. 

It was the severity of the bat attack 
that was jarring, according to the de- 
tective who has spent the past four 
years in District 14, which includes 
Logan Square, Wicker Park, Buck- 
town and Humboldt Park. He warned 
that future attacks are likely and that 
locals need to be alert when they’re 
out and about. 

“It’s not an anomaly” Carrillo said of 
the 3:30 a.m. incident in April involv- 
ing 24-year-old Stacy Jurich and her 
friend, 23-year-old Natasha McShane, 
a Northern Ireland native. “It’s gentri- 
fication. There are a lot of people that 
are used to that neighborhood who 
used to live in it and are now bought 
out,” he said. “Now, there are upper- 
income level people walking around 
there, many times late at night. It’s a 
classic situation of the haves and the 
have nots.” 

Some locals said they are re-think- 
ing their actions when they’re out at 
night, whether leaving work or head- 
ing home from bars and clubs. 

RedEye talked to police and secu- 
rity experts to offer a reality check on 
real and perceived threats of violence 
on Chicago streets, broken down by 
how, when and where residents travel 
when not in a cab or car.

Morgan Park resident Moses Chambers 
experiences the CTA from two angles. 
Chambers, 32, is a rail operator for the 
agency; he’s also a passenger when 
he takes the bus home from work at 
night. Having had “L” riders tell him that 
they fell asleep only to wake up to find 
pockets slit and money missing, he has 
changed his approach to taking transit. 
“I watch what I eat even if I’m really 
hungry,” said Chambers, who typically 
travels as a passenger between 9 p.m. 
and 1 a.m. “I do my best not to eat any- 
thing that makes me drowsy. You get 
on there and fall asleep. ... No telling 
what’ll happen to you.” 


Experts say: Former Chicago cop-turned-TV personality Steve 
Wilkos said the CTA-from the platforms to the shadows cast 
under the rails-always has been a potential target for would-be 
thieves and thugs. Trouble also arises when leaving or arriving 
at “L” stations. In his younger days as an officer, even the WCIU 
talk show host was a target for would-be attackers, particularly 
in Wrigleyville, he said. “I’d cut through an area under some 
V tracks to see this girl I dated who lived by Roscoe [Street],” 
Wilkos said. “Guys would be approaching me, and I’m 6-foot-3, 
bald and intimidating. I’d have to show them my gun.” 

Carrillo agreed that public transportation, particularly “L” plat- 
forms and bus stops, often are where thieves target victims. 
“We’ve had some robbery patterns where they focused com- 
pletely on areas near V tracks,” Carrillo said. “You might want 
to carry mace, or an audible alarm ... almost like a car alarm to 
carry with you. Anything to draw attention.” 
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Renee Greco, 41, said she used to get up early 
in the morning and ride her bike around the 
city until nightfall. No more, according to the 
Clearing resident. Recent reports of shoot- 
ings, the Bucktown bat attack and what 
Greco described as feeling watched and tar- 
geted in the Rogers Park neighborhood have 
unnerved her so much that she doesn’t cycle 
in the city any longer. Now, she loads her bike 
onto buses and trains so she can go as far as 
Kenosha, Wis., to ride. “I love my city,” said 
Greco, who doesn’t have a car. “It makes me 
angry to have to do this. But I don’t feel safe 
riding around here. People have become 
so violent and I am going to do everything 
I can to avoid that.” Greco laughed when 
asked if she would ever ride her bike from 
bar to bar somewhere in her neighborhood. 
“Hell no,” she said.

Experts say: Cyclists need to be sober, of 
course, but also more careful and more 
aware in light of recent disturbing events, 
including the Bucktown beating, Margo 
O’Hara of the Active Transit Alliance said. 

O’Hara said that when there are appropriate 
lights for the front and back of the bike, plus 
a helmet for the cyclist, cycling can allow more 
flexibility during nighttime travels. 

“When you park your bike, make sure you’re parking it somewhere safe 
in a well-lit area and not in an alley or somewhere hidden from public 
view,” O’Hara said. “It’s not necessarily just because your bike is valuable; 
it’s because wherever your bike is safe, that’s where you should be safe.”

Walking alone works for Westhaven resident 
Karen Frost, who said she travels from bar to 
bar on foot, whether it is near her house or her 
chosen hang-out spot of Andersonville, in order 
to avoid drinking and driving. 

“A lot of people yell at me and say it’s not 
safe,” Frost, 29, said of her choice of walking 
in groups or alone in the early morning hours. 
“But the funny part is that my neighborhood is 


considered bad, but when I walk through it at 
night, my neighbors and others look out for me 
and ask if I’m OK. I find that more people are 
willing to look out for me.” 

O’Hara said her organization recommends 
walking wherever and whenever hoofing it is 
possible. 

“But this is best when you know where you’re 
going and are in larger groups,” she said. 


Experts say: Carrillo, the Chicago detective, said walking may 
be the least safe way of getting around the city, particularly 
if walkers are cutting through alleys, traveling on side streets 
or passing under “L” tracks. He said some club- and bar-filled 
blocks lull people into a false sense of security on weekends. 
Alcohol can exacerbate those situations. 

“A lot of robberies are attacks from behind,” Carrillo said. 
“Sometimes, people are so drunk they can’t even tell if a male 
or a female attacked them. It’s ridiculous.”

A fee for recycling? 

Aldermen search for ways to expand the city’s blue cart program

Would Chicagoans be willing to pay a fee 
to help fund the city’s blue cart recycling 
program? 

That’s just one question that was raised 
during an hourlong discussion among a 
group of aldermen Monday at a meeting 
about expanding the city’s recycling ser- 
vice. No action was taken at the meeting. 

Currently only 241,000 households in 
the city have blue carts, which is less than 
half the total number of households that 
initially were supposed to get the carts by 
2011. (Only single-family homes and build- 


ings of four units or fewer get city recycling 
service.) The rollout of the carts stalled 
this year when no money was included in 
the budget to expand the program. 

“If we’re going to claim to be a green city 
then we need to have recycling,” said Aid. 
Robert Fiore tti (2nd), whose ward encom- 
passes the South Loop, which does not 
have blue carts. 

Aid. Tom Allen (38th), whose Northwest 
Side ward has blue carts available only in 
some areas, spearheaded the meeting to 
spark discussion on where recycling falls 
on the list of priorities in the city and on 
possible funding sources. 


Allen’s suggestions included using un- 
tapped money in the one-time pot of the 
property tax relief program and cutting 
back on subsidies the city gives to private 
businesses so more money can be steered 
toward recycling. 

When asked about whether the city’s re- 
cycling service could be privatized like the 
parking meters were, Allen said he’d like 
the city to retain control of the program. 

“We can find the money” he said. 

Allen is waiting to hear from Streets and 
Sanitation Department officials on poten- 
tial funding sources and the estimated cost 
of giving blue carts to the rest of the city

to art project

Bike racks throughout Chicago would be-

Aid. Vi Daley

thing for the city” she said of her plan to al- 
low deviations from the city’s standard bike 
rack design. 

While Daley said it’s doubtful the rack 
art will become as popular a draw as Chi- 
cago’s “Cows on Parade” street art displays 
in 1999, supporters hope the bike racks will 
become a destination for people who will 
then stay to shop at neighborhood stores. 

The idea now heads to the full City 
Council for consideration Wednesday

Scores of oil patches 
complicate cleanup 


NEW ORLEANS The cap on the blown-out 
well in the Gulf is capturing a half-million 
gallons a day, or anywhere from one-third 
to three-quarters of the oil spewing from 
the bottom of the sea, officials said Monday 
But the hopeful report was offset by a warn- 
ing that the farflung slick has broken up into 
hundreds and even thousands of patches of 
oil that may inflict damage that could persist 
for years. 

Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen, the gov- 
ernment’s point man for the crisis, said the 
breakup has complicated the cleanup effort. 

“Dealing with the oil spill on the surface is 
going to go on for a couple of months,” he said 


at a briefing in Washington. But “long-term 
issues of restoring the environment and the 
habitats and stuff will be years.” 

The amount of oil captured is being slow- 
ly ramped up as more vents on the cap are 
closed. Crews are moving carefully to avoid 
a dangerous pressure buildup and to prevent 
the formation of the icy crystals that thwart- 
ed a previous effort to contain the leak. The 
captured oil is being pumped to a ship on the 
surface. 

BP said it plans to replace the cap, perhaps 
later this month or early next month, with a 
slightly bigger one that will provide a tighter 
fit and thus collect more oil. 


7 Americans killed 
in Afghanistan 

Bombs and bullets killed 
10 NATO soldiers, including 
seven Americans, in a wave 
of violence in Afghanistan on 
Monday-the deadliest day 
this year for the international 
forces. The bloodshed came 
as Taliban insurgents ramp 
up attacks on NATO forces 
ahead of a major opera- 
tion in the southern Taliban 
stronghold of Kandahar that 
Washington hopes will turn 
the tide of the war. 


Veteran journalist 
abruptly retires 

Veteran White House jour- 
nalist Helen Thomas, who 
has covered every presi- 
dent since John F. Kennedy, 
abruptly retired Monday. The 
departure of Thomas, 89, as a 
Hearst Newspapers colum- 
nist was announced after 
she said Israelis should “get 
the hell out of Palestine” and 
suggested they go “home” 
to Germany, Poland or the 
U.S. She apologized for the 
remarks.

Fire players give us the lowdown 
on the Super Bowl of soccer

If your eyes drift anywhere near ESPN 
or ABC in the next month, they will be 
dazzled by images from soccer’s grand- 
est spectacle: the World Cup. Many of 
them will be self-explanatory, but some 
nuances may need further illumina- 
tion— especially if you confuse fiitbol 
with football. 

The planet’s biggest sporting event is 
part Olympics, part Super Bowl— and all 
about entire nations pinning their moods 


to what happens in the tournament. 
To sort out what you will and won’t see from the first match June ii to the final July ii. 
Fire players Brian McBride, Collins John, Patrick Nyarko, Peter Lowry and C.J. Brown 
kicked around some impressions with RedEye. 



YOU WILL SEE: PLAYERS IN SERIOUS PAIN 

With all the kicking in soccer, not every swing 
of the leg lands where it should. Which begs the 
question: What’s the worst place to get kicked? 

“Probably the face, huh?” Lowry said. “That 
bruises pretty easily, and there’s teeth. For C.J. 
{Brown} that’s the moneymaker right there.” 

“Gotta be the face,” Brown said, nodding in 
agreement. 

‘Ankles are bad, too,” Lowry added. 


YOU ALSO WILL SEE: 

SEMI-ACCOMPLISHED ACTORS 

No doubt players’ legs take abuse in soccer— some of it 
is even intentionally inflicted. But sometimes all that 
writhing on the ground is more about playing to the refs 
than actual pain. How can you tell who’s for real? 


“I think it just depends 
on the time of the game and 
who’s winning,” 
Nyarko said. 


Asked if any top players are notori- 
ous for embellishing, Nyarko doesn’t 
hesitate. 

“Spain-Sergio 
Busquets, man.” 

For John, the eyes say it all. 

“It’s little details. Sometimes you 
see his face or see his eyes kind of 
pretending he’s in pain,” he said. 

“We soccer players just know 
when you see somebody faking on 
the ground. More often than not 
you can see it in his attitude and in 
his eyes. I do this job myself, so I 
know exactly when you’re pretend- 
ing and when you’re not.” 




YOU WONT SEE: CHEERLEADERS 

Brown, who’s has 15 caps with the U.S. national team, immedi- 
ately dismissed the need for cheerleaders in the beautiful game. 

“No ... no. In Mexico they have the girls that walk through 
the stands with flags and all that stuff,” Brown said. “That’s flne, 
but like football and cheerleaders? No. We need to stick to what 
we do and play soccer. ... In soccer, you need to watch the game. 
So if you have cheerleaders, you’re not watching the game. ... 
Just like the XFL, they tried to do the whole cheerleader thing. 

I mean yeah, it’s great for ‘vision,’ but is it really part of the 
game? No.” 

Lowry on the other hand, offered a more practical approach. 

“If it helps sell 
out games. I’m for it.”

“I know in England, people will actu- 
ally dress up as characters,” McBride 
said. “Four guys will go as the Fantas- 
tic Four and really get into it. I guess 
it’s similar to Vancouver [Canucks 
fans], who had the green guys. 


“And then 
when you 
play Brazil, 
everybody’s 
Brazilian, you 


know what 
mean? You’ve 
got people 
that are so far 
from being 
Brazilian but 
they still have 
Brazil jerseys 
on and are 
trying to do 
the samba.”

“I would go for Holland [as the best] ... bright orange,” John 
said.

“I would say Ivory Coast— too bright,” Nyarko said. (Inci- 
dentally the Ivory Coast’s uniforms also are orange.

“One of the neat jerseys I thought was a great idea was 
Cameroon’s for the African Nations Cup,” said McBride, 
an Arlington Heights native who has 96 caps with the U.S. 
national team. “They wanted to have basically like sprinter’s 
uniforms — skintight, sleeveless. It gave ’em an advantage, 
and FIFA didn’t allow it. 

“I try to get my jersey tight so people can’t grab onto it. 

I don’t know so much about the tight shorts [Cameroon’s 
players wore], how uncomfortable that would be playing, but 
the tightness of the jersey, sure.”

Illinois doesn’t require restaurants to pay servers who are 18 or older 
minimum wage because tips are factored into what they’ll make. 
However, state law does require that employers pay servers at least 
60 percent of minimum wage, or $4.80 an hour. 


“Because tips are claimed as income, 
the amount you make in hourly income 
covers your taxes, generally.”
